Blow Ofl His Head. 


William Etherton, nged 37 years, hav- 


ing a wife and live children living,—live- 
children having died,—committed suicide 
yesterday afternoon at his cabin home in 
the timber, .six miles southwest ot Deca- 
tur, in tho edge of Blue Mnuud township. 
Albert Ward rode to the city on n jaded 
horse and at fi o'clock last evening notifi- 
ed Coronor Beudnre ot the occurrence. 
The coroner, accompanied by W. O. Bui- 
lard, John Plotner aiid another man, at 
once started for tho suicide's home in n 
spring wagon, which they reached after 
much trouble at about nine o'clock last 
uight. A jury, of which Noah Jacobs 
was foreman, was formed and an investi- 
gation had. It was learned that about 
two yearn ago Ethcrton received a sun- 
btrolce, and that since that misfortune he 
has anted strangely at times. It was also 
learned that lost, Saturday he had made 
preparations to take his life by hanging, 
but he was prevented from carrying liiw 
intentions into execution. Ou Monday it 
was supposed ho was in his right mind, 
and the family started to visit a neighbor, 
Mr. Etherton going along. After they 
had gone some distance, Mr. Etherton 
said he had forgotten something, and re- 
turned to the cabin, telling his wife aud 
children to go ou slowly and ho would 
overtake them. A few minutes afterward 
a loud report of n gun was heard, but no 
alarm was felt, as the people in that vicin- 
ity are almost constantly shooting. After 
awhile Mrs. Ethertou became uneasy 
because of the non-appearance ot her hus- 
band, aud she returned home, when she 
found the father of her children lying 
near the cabin, with nearly the whole of 


is head blown otT. Tho deed had been 
one with nn old army musket, which 
,ad been loaded with bullete and shot, 
'ho suicide had taken off his right boot 
ml placing the muzzle under his chin 
10 pulled tho trigger with bis toe, and in 
i moment he was iu eternity. The ver- 
dict was that Etherton had committed 
nicide, and it is the supposition that the 
net was committed while ho was tempora- 
lly insane.
